We do not assert this consideration should pre 
vent us from acting with Great Britsin and Japan 
in any course of policy consistent with our legiti- 
mate interests. On the contrary. we think the 
wisest course is probably to enter into an under- 
standing with these two powers, provided they 
are not bent upon action incompa*‘ible with our 
underlying policy with regard to China.

vice’ as to the feeding of children 

2 6 years old. The Monday 
menu is as follows: 

BREAKFAST, “7:30 — Stewed apples, 
one-quarter cup; cornmeal mush, two- 
thirds cup, served with milk; bread, one 
slice, with one teaspoonful of butter ; 
milk, one cup. : 

LUNCH, 10:30—Buttered bread, 
slice; milk, one cup. 

DINNER, 1 :30—Cream of tomato soup, 
one-half cup; one poached egg, one small 
baked potato; one slice bread with tea- 
spoonful of butter. 

SUPPER—One - slice bread with tea- 
spoonful butter, one-half cup rice pud- 
ding, one cup milk.

The breakfast for the other six days 
follows the general Ifnes given for the 
Monday breakfast. The fruits used are 
oranges, baked apple, stewed dried 
peaches, stewed prunes, and bananas. 
Of course these are merely suggestions. 
Other fruits are used when in season. 
Cereals are shifted pack and forth be- 
tween cornmeal mush, rolled oats, 
steamed rice, and wheat cereals. 

In the seven lunches milk ‘always ap- 
pears. The bread is selected between 
bread, crackers, and cookies; other 
breads can be chosen. 

The dinners are composed of a soup, a 
slice of bread and a cup of milk, vegeta- 
bles, a simple dessert, and with eges two 
days week. 

The suppers embraced ene cup of milk, 
a bread or a cereal, and a cooked fruit.

Many will say children 2 to 6 years old 
need meat: one egg twice a week is not 
enough animal protein, even though the 
total amount of milk pef day, cooked and 
raw, nearly reaches one quart. The 
physical activities of children 2 to 6 
years are different from those of children 
6 years of age, and individuals in the 
same age group vary. Physically active, 
rapidly growing chijdren need heavy pro- 
tein rations. Meat proteins are the 
easiest to digest and assimilate. 

The day’s schedule calls for fourteen 
hours of sleep a day. This may be all 
right for children 2 years old, under- 
weight children, and nervous children, 
but it is not all right for the older groups 
and the average of the other children. 

At that all will agree that “to bed at 
7” is better than the movies at that 
hour, or any hour thereafter.

A DELICATE LIVER. 

Mrs. EB. J. D. writes: 

1. What are the foods one should eat 
to be easy on a rather delicate liver? 

2. What foods should one avoid to keep 
from overworking a liver easy to get 
out of order? 

3. Are there any exercises one could 
take that would take the plate of a tonic 
out of a bottle for this delicate liver of 
which I speak, and what are they? 

4. Would an inactive liver be the cause 
of quantities of gas in the intestines? 

5. Are light and dark brown splotches ' 
on the skin indicative of liver disorders? | 

6. Would an inactive liver be the cause | 
of loss in weight? 

REPLY: 

1,2 and 3. The liver is the largest, heaviest 
gland in the body. It must be very impor- 
tant, but, unfortunately, we know very little 
about its work. ‘* Delicate liver,” ‘“‘Over- 
working the liver” and “‘ Liver out of order” 
are terms in general use, but the doctors are 
still guessing as to what they mean, if they 
mean anything. 

There are no medicines which are known 
certainly to act on the liver except those 
which purge and thus act indirectly on the 
liver. 

If ‘there are foods that are easy on the 
liver and others which are hard on that or- 
gan, we have no proof of the fact. 

It is said that horseback riding and other 
shaking exercises are good for the liver, but 
if they have any such action apart from the 
action on nearby organs, it has not been 
proven.

WIDENER. redelivery of the 
paintings, since his deal with Widener 
amounted to a sale with conditional 
right to repurchase, provided the 
prince found himself financially able 
to keep and enjoy the pictures.

The court ruled that the prince had 
not complied with the conditions re- 
specting his right of repurchase, and 
denies most of the essential conten- 
tions raised by the prince. : 

The prince had contended that he 
did not sell the paintings, “ Portrait of 
a Gentleman with a High Hat, Gloves 
in His Left hand,” and “ Portrait of a 
Lady with an Ostrich Feather Fan in 
her Right Hand.” He said Widener 
loaned him $500,000 and took a chat- 
tél mortgage on the pictures as se- 
curity. 

On the plea of the prince that he 
was under duress, Mr. Widener having 
taken advantage of the critical state 
of his finances to force him to part 
with the portraits, the court holds the 
evidence fails to show there was any 
duress. .

Then it set out in full the contract 
upon which delivery was made.

AUTOMAKERS PUT

With one of the best production 
years in its history drawing to a close, 
the automobile industry finds itself in 
the strongest financial condition. 
While output and sales of cars and 


record, there are no swollen inven- 
tories and cash reserves are ample. 
Cash holdings of the automobile com- 
Panies are estimated to run well over 
$500,000,000. One reason for large cash 


reserves is the extent to which the com- 
panies have developed the system of 
financing partial payment sales through 
subsidiaries, which quickly discount such 
credit business at the banks. The cash 
holdings of the principal companies are 
estimated as follows: Ford, $200,000,000; 
General Motors, $140,000,000; Chrysler 
and Nash, $25,000,000; Studebaker and 
Willys-Overiland, $19,000,000; Packard, 
$15,000,000; Hudson, $12,000,000, and 
Hupp, $7,000,000. Fifty other companies 
are estimated to average around $1,000,- 
000 each. 


Increase In Eubber Imports. 


The marked expansion in tire produc- 
tion consequent on the increase in suto- 
mobiles is measured by the demand for 
rubber. Despite the four-fold advance 
in crude rubber prices, mmports to the 
United States for the first eight months 
of this year were 347,289 tons, compared 
with 194,361 tons in the same period in 
1924; while August imports were 21,584 
tons, compared with 20,076 in August, last 
year. 

Directors of the Willys-Overiand com- 
pany are likely to recommend the issu- 
ance of a prior preferred stock to pay off 
accumulated dividends totaling 29% per 
cent on the preferred stock, according to 
President John N. Willys. Funding of 
the arrears was considered at a meeting 
of the executive committee yesterday. 
Incoming orders have been averaging 
better than 1,000 a day. As a result the 
September output will probably reach 
21,000 cars and the October program now 
calls for 26,000 cars. 


St. Paul Extension Likely. 


Today is the last day that securities of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Rail- 
road company may be deposited under 
the reorganization plan, unless the bank- 
ers deem it advisable to exzend the timo.

JS 1925 TO BE 
A MERGER YEAR? 


In many quarters the statement is being made that 1925 
is to be a year of industrial combination and consolidation.
